S. Kagan, an OMGUS employee, came to noth' ng. In B3C/0PS/l46 we s-t forth at some length 
the reasons inducing Mr. Kagan to turn us dowr., because vre felt his qualms were symptomatic 
| and likely to arise in other cases.. Y.'e are keeping close tabs on Camisade's security as 
reflected in BSC/0PS/l47, 

It now appears that our fruitful "collaboration 11 with Pregnant has finally come to an end 
(cf BSC/0PS/l54, 158). We consider it unlikely that he will resume control over Camisade, 
and we oan only say our best wished follow him wherever he may go. He has proved an ex- 
tremely hard nut to crack, and looking back we maintain that he was an able intelligence 
officer anxious to learn from his and our mistakes. ~ ^
